Hi  David,  Tom: , We  do  not  have  an  IA  in  place  to  quickly  bring  BLM  on  board  for  the  BOR 
peer  review  and  the  system  will  likely  take  a month  to  do  that.  It  was  my  understanding  that 
you  want  these  peer  review  agencies  (BLM,  USGS,  and  COE)  on  board  within  two  weeks 
of  last  week.
